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BOYS’ BASKETBALL 

The 1946-47 edition of the Druid Hills boys’ basketball team proved. to be one of the most erratic teams to wear the Red : 
and Black in many years. They were either very, very good or very, very bad. ; 
This fact was proved by the squad’s over-all record of eleven wins against an equal number of losses and an average of ; 


thirty-two points per game against the opponent’s thirty-four. Another demonstration of this changeable characteristic of our 
boys was displayed in the two league meetings with their perennial rival, Decatur. In their first tilt the Bulldogs stomped to a 
twenty-three point decision, the most one-sided licking given the Devils all season. However, the next game was a reversed 
{ affair with the Druid Hills quintet this time on the long end of a 42-34 score. This game was undoubtedly the best of the 
season for our lads. It is interesting to note that Decatur played about their same brand of basketball in both contests. 

In regular league play Druid Hills compiled a 7-6 record, which was good enough for fifth place in the N.G.I.C. North 
Fulton, who trounced our anintet twice, took the league honors. 

Moving into the Fifth District Tournev. the Devils were regarded as a “dark horse” choice. After tearing into a weak 
Avondale five 54-28, the bovs in Red and Black ran up against Commercial, whom they had defeated in regular season play.

In the opener they ran up against second 
seeded Decatur ax1 dropred that contest 40-32. The loss was due entirely to the failure in hitting foul shots. Believe 
it or not, Druid Hills missed twenty-one of them.

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THE YEAR IN ATHLETICS 


Although this year 1946-47 has not developed into one of the most successful athletic year in 
Druid Hills’ history, it has left one of the strongest nuclei for the following year.

In boys’ basketball like in football, our lads had an equal number of wins and losses, eleven to 
sleven. In the Fifth District Tournament the Devils moved easily into the quarter finals before

they had defeated a week earlier in regular season play. Decatur marched ahead to win this tour- 
nament.
